GAS EXPLOSION. 


A Slight Panic Created in the Equitable 
Building Tdé’Day. 

There was a small-sized panic on three floors 
of the Equitable building to-day shortly be- 
fore noon. It was caused by a gas explosion 
which did some damage to the ceiling 
in the hall of the seventh 


and completely shattered the nerves of the 
people on the sixth, seventh, and eighth 
floors. A workman was engaged on the 
eighth floor in searching with a torch fora 
leak in the gaspipe. He found it in less time 
than he expected, and with such surprising 
evidence of the’ fact that all doubt was blown 
out of his mind in halt a second. The gas had 
escaped between the floor and the ceiling be- 
low, and as soon as the fire came in contact 
with it there was a loud explosion, which tore 
out a part of the ceiling about a foot wide and 
six feet long. 

The explosion was plainly heard on three 
floors and the excitement was intense fora 
few minutes. On the eighth floor is the 
Wabash Traffic Manager’s and Auditor’s 
offices, the employes of which rushed into the 
hall — the entire building to fall. They 
started down the steps pel! meil, but were 
reassured. On theseventh floor, where the 
sound was loudest and where the 
falling plastering made the explosion 
more dreadful in threatening danger, are the 
offices of the St. Louis, Arkansas & Texas. 
The excitement was greatest there. Telegraph 
Operator John O'Neil, whose office is along- 
side the spot where the explosion took place, 
jumped over his desk and out of the window 
and was about to go down the skylight ona 
telegraph wire when he was. checked in his 
mad career. 

Assistant General Passenger Agent E. W. 
Labaume was found a few seconds after the 
explosion on the fourth floor, un- 
able to explain how he got there 
or why he had come, except that some- 
— had happened up- stairs. The Auditor“e 
employes were badly frightened, but Steve 
Elkins, who was in Col. Fordyce’s room, 
scarcely moveda muscle because he said he 
had heard something bigger than that drop in 
New York. Theclerksin the auditor’s office 
were badly frightened but did no damage. On 
the next floor the Mobile & Ohio people showed 
signs of violent trepidation and rushed out of 
their offices, General Passenger Agent Charl- 
ton started down stairs but returned to get 
his umbrella and passbook and so saved him- 
self from dis ce. Downin the Wabash and 
Missouri Pacific offices everything was serene. 
It was a singular thing, however, that 
although the floors were all occupied by rail- 
road officials and employes not a single per- 
son dropped on his knees; they all ran. he 
damage to the ceiling is very slight. 


SOMEWHAT A MYSTERY. 


The Death of Angelina Oliver—A Queer 
Coincidence, 


The police are investigating the death of the 
colored woman who dropped off so suddenly 
at Annie Seeber’s disreputabie house on 
North Thirteenth street, Tuesday morning. It 
was supposed that her name was Annie Butler 
but her relatives this ‘morning called at the 
Morgue and identified her as Angelina Oliver. 
She appeared to have died in a fle, but her 
folks refuse to believe that fite were the 


cause of her death, and claim she 
was never subject to them although 
they admit her mother was. They 


were of the opinion that she must have been 
choked to death by the colored -man who 
visited her at the house where she was em- 
loyed. Officer Hobbs has been endeavoring 
n vain to obtain evidence to corroborate this 
theory and no faith whatever is placed in it 
by either the police or the Coroner. Her step- 
sister, Elizabeth Singleton, testified that the 
deceased was about 20 years of age and was 
born in Tennessee. 

While the step-sister was at the Morgue, a 
rather singular incident occurred. She had 
gone there witha. coupic of other coilured 
women to identify Angell 
siab next to the latter was 
the body of the negro who died 
so suddenly atex-Mayor Overstoiz’ house, and 
whose name was supposed to have been 
James Steele. Behoiding the man’s body, the 
Singleton woman exclaimed: ‘*Why Lor’ God, 
dere is ole Cap. my ole husban’-!’’ and, goin 
up to him, she commenced patting his — 
with her hands. She said his name was not 
James Steele, but Cap Reynolds, and that 
he was 40 years of age and born in Arkansas. 
About eight years ago they were separated, 
and she had since been divorced 
from him. He was afflicted with 
consumption. Deputy Coroner Hennessy 
asked her if she would bury her 
first love. She replied: ‘‘No;I kent affo’d 
it. He's no fust lub ob mine. I done been 
married fibe times, an’ ef de husban’ what I 
got now war to die, I'd jes git nudder. ‘Cap’ 
warn’t my fust husba n. ’ ö 
Ho old are you?’’ asked the Deputy Cor- 
oner. 

‘*Twenty-foahb years, was the reply. 

A post-mortem examination will be held in 
the Oliver case to ascertain the cause of death.

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TWENTY-TWO MORE 


THE FEDERAL GRAND-JURY RETURNS AN- 
OTHER BATCH OF INDICTMENTS, 


Final Adjournment of the Jury This Morn- 
ing in the United states District Court— 
Capiases Issued for Another Lot of 
Election Offenders—Preparations for the 
Trials of the Defendants. 


The Federal Grand-jury which has consid- 
ered the investigation of the frauds committed 
at the election on November 2, 1886, made its 
final report to Judge Treat in the United 
States District Court at noon, 
twenty-two indictments were returned. Nine- 
teen jurors filed into court at that hour, and, 
on taking 
answered to the call of the roll. Twenty-three

The early part of the session was taken up in- 
vestigating a variety of offenses against the 
Federal laws. 
the jury toox upthe election frauds and re- 
turned a batch of indictments December 17/ 
An adjoufnment was then taken until January 
to enable the District Attorney to secure 
further assistance, and to prepare indict- 
ments, for whichevidence had already been 
heard. On January 27, these bills were voted 
on by the Grand-jury and returned to court, 
On consultation it was decided to hurry up 
the trial of the defendants. 
the first bilis found had their cases set for 
May 10.

could be petitioned to call a special jury to try 
the cases in March, thereby saving two 
months.

DYING. 


Manager John W. Norton Cannot Survive 
Until Morning. 


Manager John W. Norton is at death’s door. 
Dr. Wm. F. Kier, who visited him to-day 
about noon, gave up ali hope of doing any- 
thing to stop the work of dissolution which 
disease is rapidly jdacocomplishing, and 
stated to Mrs. Norton and the friends of the 


sinking manager that he might breathe his 
last at any moment and in all human proba- 
bility could not live until to-morrow morning. 
Mr. Norton has been a very sick man fora 
year past, and has been in poor physical 
condition for several ears. hen 
the disease which is taking his life made its 
appearance he did all that could be done to 
stay it, but without avail. He was under 
Dr. Kier’s treatment here, spent some 
time at Hot Springs and finally went 
to New York, where the finest medical skill 
was called upon to ald him. There was doubt 
at first as to what his complaint was. He suf- 
fered terrible pain as from  rheum- 
atism or neuraigia and it was 
thought that his nervous system was 
disordered. His stomach also was 80 de- 
ranged that he could scarcely eat anything, 
and his sufferings throughout his illness have 
been excruciating, but have been borne 
with manly fortitude and patience. 
There is no man in the theatrical 
profession who is better known and more 
universally loved and esteemed, and his 
friends everywhere watched his fight against 
disease with anxious dread. While he has 
kept up heart and has striven to be 
cheerful, it was event that day by day 
the insidious work of the destroyer has been 
going on steadily. He became thinner and 
more haggard, and the lines of pain grew 
deeper and deeper on his handsome face 
while his step became feebler and feebier 
until although he bravely kept on his feet to 
the last it was evident that it was at a terrible 
cost of will power and strength. After Mr. 
Norton and wife went to New 
York he had a most severe attack 
and it was reported several times that he 
could not live. He rallied, however, and at 
his own and his wife’s urgent desire he was 
brought to this city, where his home has been 
since his retirement from the stage. When he 
came from New York Dr. Kier and his friends 
were surprised to see him looking 80 little 
changed from his appearance when 
he left. He was thin and weak, but 
he showed unexpectea strength and improved 
apparently from the day he reached the city. 
rs. Norton, who had watched and tenderly 
waited on him throughout his __ill- 
ness, was discouraged and hopeless, 
and seemed almost as ill as ber 
husband from care and anxiety, gained heart 
and gave up in large measures her fear of 
fatal consequences. Mr. Norton’s appetite 
returned and he gained fleshand strength, 
but it soon became evident to his physician 
that locomotor ataxia, an incurable affection 
of the spinal cord, was the cause of his 
trouble. He might live for years 
but could never get well and woulc 
be a helpless invalid. No fear of immedi- 
ately fatal consequences were anticipated 
until yesterday morning. He was attacked by 
a diarrhea accompanied by the most severe 
ains and he soon became unconscious. Dr. 

‘ier was summoned at once and remained with 
the sufferer nearly all day yesterday and last 
night doing all ia his power to heip him, but 
without avail. The patient could take noth- 
ing into his stomach, medicine, food or drink, 
and there was nothing to do except 
await the end. Mr. Norton has been in 
this uneonscious condition, growing weaker 
and weaker every hour since he was first at- 
tacked. To-day it was evident shat every 
minute was bringing him nearer Msend. He 
was attended by friends who did ali possible 
to soothe and aid him. 

Dr. Kier was seen bya Post DISPATCH re- 
porter this afternoon, and stated substantially 
what has been given. He said: ‘‘I do not 
think he can possibly live until morning, and 
he may die at any moment. 


THE SUIT AGAINST BUTLER. 


Some Very Strong Evidence Offered Against 
the Plaintiff. 


NEW Lont, February 17.—The suit of J. H. 
Lester against Gen. B. F. Butller for 
$100,000 damages fot false imprisonment 
during the war was continued to-day. 
Maj. J. L. Steckpole of Boston was called 
for Gen, Butler. He becsme Jadge Advo- 
cate of the Military Commission in 1582. 
He was also on Gen. Butlers's staff. 


The record of Lester's trial was made under 
Maj. Stackpole’s supervision. The record was 
produced. It showed that the of- 
cers of the court were legally sworn. 
An objection was made to the records as evid- 
ence, on the ground that there was no 
certainty of its correctness. The objection 
was overruled and an exception taken. 
Maj. Stackpole was certain that Lester read 
his statement before the, commission. After 
trial the papers were fprwarded to Wash- 
ington, and approved by tbe Secre- 
tary of war Witness said Lester offerea 
Stanton’s telegram to Butler in evidence. 
Special order No. 10, creating the mil- 
itary commission, was then offered as 
evidence and also the sentence of 
the commission in Lester’s case. It was to 
the effect that Lester should be imprisoned for 
ten years with bali and chain. This was signed 
by order of the Secretary of War and W. A. 
Nichols, Assistant Adjutant-General. The 
State penitentiary at Albany was designated 
as the place of confinement.

It has often been said that somewhere in 
this world every person has his double.

tis not ten years ago thata man named 
Hiram Weston, living in asmall town in 
Ontario, was hired by a tinsmith to drive 
a peddler's wagon. He made two trips 
and started on a third, but after he had 
been gone two days the outfit was returned 
by a farmer, who said that it had been 
left in his barn-yard at night. As Weston 
was missing, search was at once begun, 
and it was finally shown that he had been 
seen in company with two strangers at a 
railway station, where all had taken the 
train for Buffalo.

The landlord of the hotel saluted him

The wife met and 
kissed him at the door, and had no re- 
proaches. After two or three days he went 
to work diggmg a well for a citizen, and 
for the next six months he labored very 
steadily—so much 80 that it was 
generally remarked that Miram Weston 
had changed histune. He seemed to live 
very happily with his family, and his 
wife’s father, mother and brothers were 
often at the house to speak his praise. At 
the end of about six months a very cu- 
rious thing occurred. Hiram Weston 
started off one — with his dinner-pail, 
having been hired to repair a fenos for a 
suburban farmer.

Meeting of the Western Society in the School 
Board Room. 


The Western Society tor the Advancement 
of Physical Culture will hold ite first meeting 
in the session-room of the School Board Sat- 
urday afternoon at4o’clock. A circular in- 
vitation has been issued to the teachers of the 
Public Schools, and the meeting will no doubt 
be well attended by them. The cir- 
cular itself explains the object of 
the society. ‘‘The association, it says, 


‘‘has organized for the purpose of making 
physical culture an essential part of the edu- 
cation of our youth, a matter too muoh 
overlooked in this country, and at 
the same time of enabling teachers by 
ractical training and theoretical explana- 
ions to further this object. A similar society 
exists in the Kust, and numbers among its 
members the most prominent educators of our 
country.’’ 
The object of the meeting Saturday is to give 
the teachers in the public schools an ideaof 
the methods used by the members of the s0- 
ciety in their 9 as teachers. Practical 
illustrations of these methods will be 
given at the meeting and their disadvantages 
shown at the same time. Fifteen minutes are 
allotted every day for calesthenics in 
the public schools, but the methods are 
left within the discretion of the principals 
and often of the individual teachers. The So- 
clety proposes to submit its system to the 
teachers at the same time, seeking an 
interchange of ideas on the subject.

A Proposed Purchase of a Ninety Miles 
Long Read in Texas by Elkins et al. 


The stay of Steve B. Elkins in the city is due 
to his desire to close up a transaction that was 
contemplated before the recent inspection 
trip over the St. Louis, Arkansas & Texas 
Railroad was begun. It is the purchase 
of the Kansas & Gulf Short Line Railway 
Company, which, for all its name, 


extends from Tyler, Tex., to Lufkin, ninety 
miles through a marvelously rich country. 
It was projected by four citizens of Tyler,Tex., 
W. 8. Herndon, a lawyer; T. R. Bonner of the 
banking firm, Bonner & Bonner; E. O. WIII- 
iams of E. O. Williams & Co., bankers; James 
P. Douglas, a local capitalist, and V. K. 
Stephenson of New York. Mr. 
is the President of the company, and 
is in the cl to complete the 
sale of the railroad which was negotiated 
in Texas. The road was built for $900,- 
000, which sum was subscribed by the gentle- 
men named They are entitlod to stock cer- 
tificates in the amount oftheir subscriptions, 
but only asmail amount of stock has en 
issued. They wished to extend the road to 
the pine district and to connect with the Hunt, 
ington lines, and on negotiating for money to 
make such extensions were met with a 
UE gee to buy. They were ready to sell 
f the purchasers would undertake the ex- 
tensions. Those making the propositions 
were the moneyed men back of the St. Louis, 
Arkansas & exas. That road has been 
working in concert with the Kansas & Gulf 
Short ine, and so has been enabled to 
save sixteen miles to Houston over 
the Gould line.

THE CIVIL COURTS. 


IN.A DIVORCE SUIT. 


Affecting Scene in Judge Valliant’s Court— 
A Case Held Up Amid Tears and Sobs— 
The Benefit Funds of the National As- 
sociation a Subject of Controversy—Mat- 
ters in Litigation To-Day. 


Judge Valliant has taken under advisement 
the divorce case of Mrs. Georgia Jones against 
John H. Jones, particulars of which were 
given in the Post-D1ispaTom yesterday. The 
testimony occupied the attention of the Court 
until nearly 7 o’clock last evening, and there 
was an affecting scene during the trial. The 
husband had caused an answer to be filed de- 
nyingthe allegations of the wife, but when 
the case was called up he failed to appear and 
his counsel did not present himself. During 
the day, however, Mr. Jones had dropped in- 
to the court-room two or three times and 


conversed with several parties. He was 
very much excited and had created 
a scene in a Market street car 


when his wife and daughters were coming 
Gown town to attend court. It was evident 
that his presence in the court-room at in- 
tervals during the day was a source of great 
uneasiness to the members of his family, who 
occupied seats together in one corner. As a 


precautionary measure an officer was directed 
to watch for possible developments, and when 
the wife was on the witness-stand relating her 
domestic troubles anxious glances were cast 
in the direction of the door and lobby in fear 
and expectation of a scene in court, 

Judge Valliant listened 1 to the sad 
family story of the wife and the two handsome 
daughters. The substance of the testimony 
was that Jones terrorized over his family con- 
stantly by extraordinary displays of temper 
and that they were placed in fear of their lives 
by some of his violent actions and speeches, 
suchas brandishing a sword or revolver and 
threats to cut and shoot. He frightened 
likewise the ladies of the family with 
whom Mrs. Jones and her daughters reside 
on Adams street. One or two instances of 
positive violence were related. On one occa- 
sion he hurled the youngest daughter from the 
piano because her playing annoyed him, and 
upon another he acted violently toward his 
wite inthe bed-room. He came recently to 
the residence on Adams street and forced his 
way in. Mrs. Jones stated that she was afraid 
to go out upon the street, and was never left 
alone in the house, because she feared an at- 
tack by her husband. ? 

Judge Valliant asked if some — — 
“any on rv £ w 
simply cor 81 N esd 22 of the 
wife and daughters, at the same time shaking 
his head, indicating that stronger evidence 
would be required to justify the granting of a 
decree. Counsel took the ground that a 
case had been 1 made out; that the 
wife’s condition had been rendered intolera- 
ble within the meaning of the statute, and that 
it was impossible for her to live with her hus- 
band; she could not endure the miseryand fear 
any longer. At this stage the wife and 
daughters sobbed heavily, and Mrs. Jones 
made an earnest appeal to the Judge. The 
Court was surrounded by ladies in tears, and 
after hearing some additional testimony relat- 
ing the scenes of violence it was announced 
that the case would be taken under advise- 
ment. 


A Squabble Over Society Funds. 


Mrs. Mary J. Clark brought suit against the 
National Association of the National American 
Association for recovery on a benefit certifi- 
cate. Judgment was rendered by default 


against the Association in Judge Thayer’s 
Court for $2,093.33. Following it 
was a motion by counsel for the 
plaintiff seeking an execution forthwith. In 
support of the motion was an affidavit filed in 
court by A. R. Hartman, attorney, who al- 
Jeged thatthe Association’s affairs called for 
an immediate execution, as the only fund in 


hand to meet the judgment was ,800 
deposited in one of the city banks; that 
there were twelve claims on benefits 


aggregating $24,000 which the Association 
was endeavoring to satisfy by 4 compromise 
on the basis of 50 per cent, andthatan attor- 
ney for the Association had intimated that he 
would ‘‘fix things so thatthe Clark judgment 
could not be satisfied.’’ 

The Association to-day entered a motion to 
set aside the default obtained by 
Mrs. Clarke and urged several grounds for 
setting asidetbe judgment. 

It was contended thatan eement had been 
made among the parties interested for the 
beneficiaries to receive only the amount col- 
lected onassessment. The court overruled 
the motion for immediate execution and the 
other motion is pending.

After the grant had lapsed and 
the State of Louisiana had formally 
put the grantee corporation to death for 
utter failure to fulfill any of the conditions 
of ite existence, the jobbers who had been 
its officers sold a pretended conveyance of 
its claim on the land, and committed the 
forgery of dating this conveyance back to 
a time when the corporation was in exist- 
ence. But as Jay GOULD was largely in- 
terested in this alleged conveyance, both 
houses voted to confirm it, many members 
voting under a misapprehension of the ob- 
ject and force of the bill, and this most 
audacious steal then received the ap- 
proval of the President. 

The kind of pluck which braves popular 
indignation to protect rich and powerful 
corporations from public justice was dis- 
played when Mr. CLEVELAND vetoed the 
5-cent-fare bill. The error and injus- 
tice of that veto was soon demonstrated 
by the increased earnings of the Elevated 
roads when they voluntarily tried the ex- 
periment of reducing their fares to a uni- 
form rate of 5cents. The game kind of 
pluck was exhibited in behaif of certain

THE NAY: 
The magnificent idea of building a navy 


tor a country which has no merchant 
marine is a reversal of the order of nature 
in which the navy of war is an out-growth 
of the fleet of commerce. In this country 
jealous and short-sighted protective legis- 
lation has driven our merchant flag from 
the ocean, the art of ship building is nearly 
altogether lost, and we have no body of 
trained navigators and designers from 
which torecruit our navy, no invested 
capital to turn out the equipment of mod- 
ern ships, none of the many minor re- 
quirements which go to make up the re- 
sources of a great, modern, naval power. 

It is a curious inconsistency that the in- 
terests which are now eagerly pressing 
the expenditure of money on a navy are 
the identical interests which have for 
years crushed out the elements from 
which a navy is naturally developed. The 
protected interests which persist in main- 

ning the war taxes on importations are 
responsible for the disappearance from 
the seas of the American merchant flag. 
These same interests, baffled in their at- 
tempt to take the taxes off luxuries 
inorder to maintain their monopoly of 
the primal necessaries of subsistence are 
unanimous in the demand for a navy 
which we do not specially need, and which 
we can secure only by an outlay of at 
least twice as much as the same navy 
would cost if we were free to buy our 
ships where we can get them best, or if 
we were free to build that merchant ma- 
rine which is the basis of naval strength. 

WAR RUMORS. 

Next Monday the new Reichstag will be 
elected and then we shall soon know 
whether all those war rumors were cam- 
paign lies or not. The pending election, 
of course, magnifies many times the 
slightest grain of truth or probability 
there may be in them, because it 
turns on a question of national dan- 
ger and defense. The mind of the 
moody autocrat who rules Russia is the 
unknown quantity and the dangerous 
factor in the problem of peace or war. It 
is no secret that France is ready and 
eager to strike for the recovery of Alsace- 
Lorraine whenever a collision between 
Germany and Russia offers the favorable 
opportunity. In view of this fact it is the 
obvious policy of Germany to anticipate 
and crush France. But what use Russia 
might make of the opportunity of a war be- 
tween Germany and France is just now 


* 


ment by Germany against France is not 
probable. There may be strong family 
ties and common dynastic interests be- 
tween the monarchs of the two countries, 
but there is much hatred and jealousy be- 
tween the Russians and the Germans, 
and, autocrat as he is, the Czar is not 
always afree agent. Russian statesmen 
value France as a check upon Germany, 
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so problematical that an aggressive move- 


France is if it were not for the un- 
settled question between her and 
France. It is therefore reasonable 
to suppose that neither France nor Ger- 
many will attack the other until satisfied 
in regard to the part Russia would play in 
the ensuing confliet, and the difficulty of 
securing any satisfactory guarantee as to 
Russia’s course has probably not been 
overcome by either. But the Balkan sit- 
ation is critical, and if Russia should get 
her hands full of a war with Turkey and 
Austria-Hungary, itis not at all likely 
that Germany would forego such an op- 
portunity to pounce upon France. 


Wen Mr. Jay GOULD became a stock- 
holder in the barge line, some people 
predicted that the barges would rot 
at their wharves before they would 
ever be caught interfering with 
railroad rates. With an all- rail 
rate of 11 cents on grain from Kansas 
City to New Orleans, the St. Louis men 
who have been buying grain in Kansas 
and Nebraska for shipment on the open- 
ing of river navigation now find themselves 
confronted with a barge rate of 7 cents 
from St. Louis to New Orleans. This 
gives Kansas City’s all-rail route a big ad- 
vantage over the river route. It means 
that Kansas City is to ship all the grain 
west of us via New Orleans before lake 
navigation opens and via Chicago after 
lake navigation opens. In other words it 
seems tomean that the barge line was 
built to rot and not to make St. Louisa 
great grain-shipping point.

But since we cannot 
do without corporations, the best thing that 
is left us to do is to so confine their operations 
that there is no room for anything but 
straightforward conduct.

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THE COMING CONFLICT. 


BARON DE LORME CONFIDENT THAT FRANCE 
WOULD BE VICTORIOUS. 


The French Cannot Afford to Be Defeated 
This Time—The Navies and Armies of 
the Two Countries—Seventeen Classes 
ef Men Under Arms—Not Looking Fora 
Napoleon, but Seeking to Avoid a Ba- 
zaine—Alleged Lack of Unity in the 
German Empire. 


By Telegraph to the POst-DIsPaTcs. 

New York, February 17.—Baron De Lorme, 
the energetic young Frenchman who, for 
nearly a year, has been endeavoring to in- 
terest capitaliste inthe construction of rail- 
roads in China, is again in New York. His 
stay in America will be brief as he has made 
arrangements far sailing back to Europe in a 
few days. 

In conversation on the war subject he said, 
among other things: The general impression 
in this country that France will be whipped is 
erroneous. In case we should have war 
with Germany, France will de victo- 
rious. We cannot afford to be de- 
feated this time. In the Chamber of 
Deputies, the most violent antagonists of the 
Government, assert with the utmost zeal and 
vigor that in the event of war there will be no 
party in the House, except the party in sup- 
port of the Government. The navy of France 
is to-day able to cope with the navy of Ger- 
many upon any waters of the globe. I think 
weare equally ready as to armies and arms. 
Our military leaders have not been fully de- 
véloped, but we have reason to hope that 
emergency will bring them forth as it has for 
other nations and for ourown. We are not 
looking for a Napoleon, we are 

SEEKING TO AVOID A BAZAINE, 
and above all things we want a Frenchman 
with the good of his country at beart. It is 
possible we might be better off if war could be 
postponed until 1890, when we would have 
twenty classes of men underarms. We have 
only seventeen at present, the present min- 
tary laws having gone into effect in 1870, but 
the difference of these three classes is scarcely 
material. We hear a great deal said about the 
repeating rifles with which the Germans are 
armed. If I were commander of the French 
forces I would not have a repeating rifiein 
the army. They are only serviceable in keep- 
ing up the courage of the men by the 
constant explosion of cartridges, the 
bullets from which go wide of the mark. 
I would bave all the soldiers armed with single 
shooters and carry their ammunition iu the 
old pouches and instruct them that every bul- 
let must be sent to the mark. The difficulties 
of securing ammunition on the field of battle 
are almost insurmountable at times, and the 
soldier who is trained to recognize the value 
of every cartridge is the better soldier of the 
twotypes. Besides all this, Germany has no 
such great equipment of repeating rifles. 
There are notso many repeating rifles manu- 
factured at the present time as to arm over 
250,000 soldiers, and leave any great portion of 
such arms for the other nations which have 
been using such equipments.’’ 
LACK OF. UNITY. 

„How about Germany, does the Emperor 
really desire war?’’ 

It is not a question of what the Emperor 
desires. Bismarck isthe only German. Will- 
lam isa Prussian. Von Moltke is under such 
control that he would to-day, if ordered by 
the Emperor, draw his sword against the 
Bavarians or Saxons, as readily as against 
aforeign foe. There is a lack of unity in the 
empire. There is need of unification. Bis- 
marck knows that the only thing that will 
solidify the empire is a foreign war. Knowing 
that. and knowing Bismarck, there 
can be no question bat that 
there will be war. Germany will 
find a pretext. HOwgsoon or how late it will 
come cannot be foretold. In my opinion the 
result of the elections to the Reichstag will in 
a measure determine the day of opening hos- 
tilities. Bismarck will know by the 15th of the 
present month how the elections are going. 
He hoids a trump card and he is fearless 
enough to play it if necessary. If he should 
find that the elections are going against the 
Government he will declare war before the 
elections come off to force the elections in 
his favor. It is a reasonable thing to expect 
and the only thing leit for him to do.“

A NEW DEPARTURE, 


Ocean Trips Between New York ana En- 
gland to be Made in Five Days. 


By Telegraph to the Poast-DISPATCH. 

NEw York, February 17.—The probability ot 
making an ocean voyage between New Vork 
and England ata profitable figure in less than 
six days has hitherto been received with mors 
or less skepticism by men who are interested 
in the ocean carrying trade. It seems to bs 
reserved for American enterprise and pluck 
to effect a solution of the problem, and this 
solution is now assuming a practical shape, 
This new departure is to involve not only 
greater speed, safety, additional luxury of ap- 
pointments at the present average of 
cost per passage, based on the rates 
now exacted, but iM comprises the 
most perfect improvements yet knows ig 
maritime skill. A company which has adopt. 
ed the name of the Arrow Steamship Company 
and whose offices are 115 Broadway has been 
incorporated with a capital of $1,000,000. From 
one of its officials the correspondent of the 
POST-DISPATCH bas obtained an interesting 
resume of its object. A huge model of the 
first of a fleet of iron and steel vessels is now 
on exhibition, The model shows six funnels 
and six masts, representing a vessel of 5,20 
tons. The application of the principles of the 
peculiar construction of the fleet is covered 


by a patent granted by the United States on 
January II, 1887, and also seoured in every 
country having a seacoast with a right to 
build steamships of all kinds. The pioneer 
vessel of the Arrow Line is now being built at 
Alexandria, Va. She is named 
THE POCAHONTAS, 
and she will be launched by November lot ths 
resent year. The registered tonnage of the 
ocahuntas will be 5,200, and ner dead weight 
3,500 tons, Her dimensions are: Length over 
all, 540 feet; Detween perpendiculars, 515 feet; 
beam, 40 feet; extreme depth, 46 feet; draught 
at bow 20 feet, and atstern 25feet3inches. The 
capacity of her engines is 12,000 nominal horse. 
power with a capability for development to 27,- 
000. She is meant to carry Only passengers, 
the treasure, express and mail matter. Her 
model is similar to that of the Stiletto, whict 
has a record ot twenty-three miles per hour. 
but the Pocohontas’ engine power will be 
21.3 times as reat as that of 
the Stiletto,and this without forcing it beyond 
ordinary requirements. Hertendency to ron. 
ing, which is mostly increased by the length 
of a vessel, will be neutralized by the disposi.

her weights. They will be so arranged below 
the water line as to prevent it.

Mr. R. M. Freyer, engineer in charge, is the 
patentee of the system he has adopted inthe 
plans of this vessel. and he contends that ac- 
cording to his design the Pocahontas will be 
able to make an ocean D to England in 
nearer five than six days. She will carry 3 
first-class saloon passengers and 608 second 
cabin and steerage. The vessel will cost $600, - 
000 to build, and itis claimed by the company 
that it can be constructed in an American ship 
yard for 25 per cent less than an inferior 
vessel of equal tonnage can be built on the 
Clyde. From her passevgers alone, it is as- 
serted that, based upon the present rates of 
travel by the Cunard Line, a sufficient profit 
to pay her entire cost of construction 
can be made, as well as a large dividend, each 
year. It is the intention to have weekly mail 
service as soon as their vessels are completed, 
from which it is expected that a revenue of 
nearly $200,000 per annum will be derived. The 
company hopes to have these boats afloat 
within a year. A freight line is alsospoken of, 
the vessels of which will approximate the 
principles applied in the construction of the 
assenger ships. As soon as the first vessel is 
active service, it is P osed to raise suf - 
ficlen. money by ‘‘bonding’’ her to enable the 
company to build the second and third.

TAXING FOREIGN INSURANCE COMPANIES. 
Representative Robt. H. Whitelaw has in 
preparation a bill — the present law 
providing for the taxation of foreign insurance 
companies or companies not organized under 
the State law by increasing the rate from 1 per 
cent to 2 percent ofthe premiumsin excess.

The taxable wealth of a company, as con- 
strued under the present law, is largely, if not 
all, clear profit,and as compared with the 
taxes paid by private individuals, and railroad 
and other large corporations, the rate is very 
small, the proportion being, according to Mr.

THE GENERAL FUNDING BILL. 

The Ways and Means Committee of the 
House will consider to-morrow afternoon the

The Export Trade Suffering from a Heavy 
Freight Tariff. 


The grain men are just now kicking them- 
selves and everyone in sight for a condition of 
things which was never anticipated and which 
nips in the bud all their hopes of profit tn the 
export trade. The river is louked upon 
as the great outlet for grain when all 
other avenues are closed and the opening 
of navigation this year was awaited with 
cheerfulness, notto say exuberance of good 
humor. A booming exporttrade was antici- 
pated with good reason. The demand for 
grain. particularly corn, is strong in 

urope and the price is such that 
with a fair freight rate all the grain in sight 
could be placed ata profit. The grain men, at 
large risk, and with considerabie expendi- 


ture of energy, scoured the West 
and Northwes for grain. Something 
like 9,000,000 bushels were brought 


here in readiness for the river opening and 
now that the river is open and booming, the 
export trade is almost dead. It is caused by 
the arbitrary rate which the barge line has 
placed on grain. 

Asarule, with deep water to the gulf, the 
rate is 5 to ö cents, which is fair enough and 
just now would take away the bulk ofthe 
grain. But it is from 6½ to 7 cents a bushel 
and this amounts almost to a prohibition on 
the export trade. Grain can be moved at this 
rate, but at scarcely an — 

‘The exporters regard it as a heavy hard- 
ship that after collecting so large a store of 
grain they should be unable to move it be- 
cause the barge line has put upthe ratea 
couple of cents. They say it amounts to keep- 
ing the grain here. Several heavy orders have 
been refused by exporters because of the 
high rivet. They say that this rate is now as 
high as it is when the river is low and when 
the barges can carry only about half of the 
resent loads. This, of course, gives the 
arge line an enormous profit and checks the 
movement of the grain. 

The worst phase of the condition, however, 
is not only that the high river rate works 
against St. Louis trade and St.Louis exporters, 
but it gives Kansas City and the West and 
Northwest an enormous advantage over this 
city. Kansas City is said to have an all- rail 
rate of Il cents to New Orleans. With a rate 
of 7 cents from here to New Orleans, Kansas 
City has an advantage of several cents over 
St. Louis and all by rail too. Thus all the 
benefit which the river should conferon St. 
Louis is wiped outand it becomes a positive 
disadvantage. 

The grain men are talking seriously ofa 
new barge line as just as badly needed asa 
new bridge. President Haarstick claims that 


the barge line has been untortu- 
nate in suffering heavy loss and 
there are not barges enough for 
the demand nor tonnage enough at 


New Orieans and the rate must be high. But 
on the other hand the grain men say that at 
the present rate the profit in carrying grain is 
enormous, that it stops the export trade, and 
if the barge line cannot handle the grain here 
there is stringent need for another line and 
competition on the river. 

One of te heaviest exporters said to-day 
that another barge line was a necessity, as 
he was unable to fill his orders, and that if 
the present rate continued he expected 
to do his export business direct from 
Kansas City. He said also that with a 
reasonable river rate that 2,000,000 
bushels of corn could be sent out of St. Louis 
as quickly as the barges could take them. The 
chances are that the interstate commerce law 
will make the river of greater importance to 
St. Louls than ever, and the question of facill- 
ties for prompt and oe transportation on 
it cannot be overestimated.

New Tonk, February 17.—Much has been 
written and said regarding the transfer of the 
great and only Kelly from the Chicago ball 
club to the Bostons. Everybody interested in 
the national game expressed opinionsas to 
the result of Kelly’s joining Boston’s club and 
of leaving Chicago’s famous White Stocking 
team, of which he had so long been a member. 
But few took the trouble to analyze the base 
ball situation which Kelly’s transfer changed 
so greatly or to inguire into the truth of the 
statement that Boston paid $10,000 for Kelly’s 
release. It is a possipility that the Boston 
club did pay Spalding that amount for Kelly, 
but it is very improbable. Apart from the 
well-known factthatthe Boston club never 
pays 

EXORBITANT PRICES 
for players or to players, there are other 
things which go to show that no such sum was 
paid, if, indeed, there was a money considera- 
tion at all. On the day after the deal was 
made it was shown how it was probable that 
Kelly’s transfer permitted an easy solution of 
the League’s recent difficulty of having nine 
clubs, and later the events go to show that 
Kelly was a peace offering to the Bos Club. 
Ever since Pittsburg was admitted to the 
League the magnates have been troubled with 
nine clubs. The parent base ball body held an 
undated resignation of the Kansas City Club, 
and at first it was thought to be very easy to 
oust that organization. But the Cowboys re- 
delled and threatened lawsuits, and the 
League wasin aquandary. Then came the 
effort to drive St. Louis tothe wall, and later 
akick was made by the Mound City Club. 
There were also dissensions among those who 
sought to get rid of the Maroons and Cowboys.

No agreement could be effected and the affair 
was exasperating to the League and puzzling 
tothe public. Finally Kelly made a statement 
that gave Spalding an opportunity to settle all 
difficulties. The great player, feeling aggra- 
vated atthe way Spaiding treated him last 
season, published a statement that he would 
never play with that club again. Spalding 
found that Kelly meant what he said and the 
dicker was begun with Boston, which ended 
in Kelly’s joining that club. In considera- 
tion of getting the champion batsman 
Boston waived all claims to Glasscock, 
who will now go to Chicago and 
New York will get Denny, who was 


all along wanted here. There were, however, 
other factors in the problem.

CHAUNCEY M. DEPEW’S VIEWS ON THE 
INTERSTATE COMMERCE BILL. 


Railroad Managers Trying to Ascertain 
How to Obey the New Law—The Bill 
Ambiguous in Its Terms—Everything 
Depending Upon the Commission for 
Success—Good Men Needed. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcH. 

New YorA, February 17.—Chauncey M. De- 
pew, President of the New York Central & 
Hudson River Raliroad, when asked by the 
Post-DISPATCH correspondent his views con- 
cerning the interstate commerce Dill said: 
The interstate commerce bill having become 
a law, every railroad manager ofthe country 
is devoting most of his time to finding out 
what is necessary in orderto obey it. There 
is no disposition on the part of the railroads to 
evade it. Unfortunately, this billis ambigu- 
ous in its terms. The presidents ofthe Van- 
derbilt system, east of Chicago, met with their 
counsel a week before the bill was signed; 
it was a private meeting, its sole object 
being to adopta uniform course of action in 
harmony with the bill, presuming it should 
becomealaw. Discussion developed a wide 
variety of opinions, and the counsel were 
about equally divided as to the meaning of 
those clauses which most affect the shippers 
and the roads. The trunk line presidenta met 
at Mr. Fink’s office for the same purpose, 
namely, toagree upon a uniform course of 
action under the law and loyally put in force 
its provisions.
